In addition, 
regardless of whether a website is referenced on your product’s label, claims made on the 
website may not substantially differ from those claims approved through the registration process, 
FIFRA section 12(a)(1)(B). Therefore, should the Agency find or if it is brought to our attention 
that a website contains false or misleading statements or claims substantially differing from the 
EPA approved registration, the website will be referred to the EPA’s Office of Enforcement and 
Assurance. 
 
Your release for shipment of the product constitutes acceptance of these conditions. If these

NOTE: This product cannot be used to formulate products to treat wood intended for direct continuous saltwater 
immersion, packaging food or feed, or in the manufacture of beehives. 

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL 
Do not contaminate water, food or feed by storage, disposal, or cleaning of equipment. 
PESTICIDE STORAGE: This product is corrosive to mild steel. Do not store or transport in unlined metal 
containers. Keep product from freezing.

Turn the container over onto its other end and tip it back and forth 
several times. Empty the rinsate into application equipment or a mix tank or store rinsate for later use or 
disposal. Repeat this procedure two more times. Then offer for recycling if available o r puncture and dispose 
of in a sanitary landfill, or by other procedures approved by state and local authorities.  
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
